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T he VVord of the Lordto Zion, 


- Sion, who is brought forth in the bzautitul and glo- 
rious Birth of the morning of the Day of the Al- 
mighty God, thou Fersſalem, the Bride,the Lambs 
Wife, O what tongue can expreſs of what is felt 

in the heavenly Treaſures and Fulneſs of the Moſt High, who 
watches over thee for good, and not for evil, in this day of thy 
oreat Tryal, wherein Judgement is begun at the Houſe of God, 
that he may prove you, his People,in the fight of the Nations, 
and manifeſt his mighty Power for your deliverance in the pre- 
ſence of the Peopte, to the aſtonithment of all the proud and 
ftout-hearted among ti * children of men, In the ability of the 
trensth of the Lord I declare his Word to thy tender Chil. 
dren, O S:9n,whom the Lord God beholds, how you are com- 
zafled about with the ravenous Beals of the: field, and given 
up by the Children of men,for to be laid waſte, and to race up 
the Foundation of your Rrength 1f it were potlible, that ſo the 
pure and living Worſhip of God in the Spitit, may nct be 
known in the Earth. 

O dear and tender Children of the Immortal Birth, which 
maketh Self of ' no reputation, whom the Lord hath cal- 
led and choſen to be his living Witneffes upon the Earth, to 
bear Teftimony of his great and glorious Name amongſt the 
people ; fear not Man whoſe breath is in his noſtrils, neither 
regard evil tydings of what men intend to do with you : O 
be:faithful upon your watch, that you may ſtand in a good Au-

And as to the Clouds that ariſe outwardly from men, who lay 
their Plots in the deep, and fetch their Counſel out of the het- 
tomleſs Pit, &c. I beſeech you all 1n the bowels of love, con-

And 
certainly the Royal Birth cf the Immortal Seed, which maketh 
Self of noreputation, ſhall ſee Chritt coming thorow all the 
Clouds, with Power and great Glory, and in as great Majeſty 
as ever fince the world was made, for the Deliverance of his 
own Birth, that ſeeks not any thing bur to glorifie his Name, 
with the loſs of all, life it ſelf, if the Lord requires it at their 
hands,to ſeal the Teſtimony of their peaceable & holy Conver- 
fation in Chriſt Jeſus, which is in meeting, watching and wait- 
ing,to receive the heavenly Vion. And dear beloved Chil- 
dren, ſteadfaſtly believe in the Name of the Lord,that theBirth 
of the one pure Will may be raiſed into its dominion in you - 
taat 
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the Father May fill you with his ſanRifying Word ; and when 


you are ſweetly refreſhed, take heed of being haſty to utter 
words before the Lord, but fink down into the Eternal Power, 
and as it overcomes you With the forceable Pawer, and moves 
in you, to make mention of the Name of the Lord, whether 
in Exhortation, Prayer, or Praiſes, O take heed of quench- 
ing the motion of the Spirit, but give freely up to the Power 
of the Lord, to order you in his own Will and Wiſdom, what 
he will manifeſt thorow you, that ſo you in true obedience 
caſt your mite into the Treaſury of God, and give the Lord his 
own with advantage, which proceeds from a broken heart and 
2 contrite ſpirit, whom our God will not deſpiſe, but will en- 
large our borders for our faithfulneſs, that ſo all the Aſſem- 
blies of the Lord's People, may beas the Aflemblies of Pro- 
' phets of the Moſt High, freely offeringup to him the fruit of 
his own Vineyard,, in the holy return of Praiſes, Praiſes, in 
the pure Demonſtration and Power of his own Spirit, that the 
everlaſting Praiſe and Glory of the Name of the God of our 


Conſolation may be exalted over all, who hath and is eſta- 


bliſhed in his pure peaceable Kingdom in the hearts of his Peo- 
ple,and of his Dominian there is no end; For the Heathen ſhall 
be given Him for his Inheritance, and the utmoſt ends of the Earth 
for his Poſſeſſion ; Swords ſhall be beaten into plow-ſhares,and

of the Water of Life freely, that by the vertue thereof the wea- 
ry and heavy-laden may be eaſed,and all your putrified wounds 
cleanſed, and all the iflues of blood healed, and all the ſtains 
of the garment waſhed, that all the bowed-down heads-may be 
lifred up, and the ſoul that hath been as a deſolate widow, and 
as a ftranger without a dwelling tn God, and as a child without 
a father, now in your faithful obzdience tothe Light, the Lord 
will manifet himſelf to be the Husband of the deſolate Widow, 
and an Entertainer of the Stranger, and with him the Father- 
leſs ſhall finde mercy ; which ſhall cauſe the lame to leap as an 
Hart, the blinde to ſee, the dumb to ſpeak forth the high prai-. 
ſes of the moſt -high God, whoſe Mountain is, and ſhall be
